WILSON'S ADDRESS 


(By Associated I ’re ss) 
Washington. 
July, 
29. -President 
Wilson** massage to the Senate today 
accompanying 
the 
Frnnco-American 
treaty, follows: 
“ Gentlemen of the Senate: 
“ I take pleasure In laying before 
you a treaty with the Republic 
of 
France, the object of which is to Be­ 
mire that Republic of the immediate 
aid of the United States of America 
in case of any unprovoked movement 
Of aggression against her on the part 
of Germany. 
“ I earnestly hope that the treaty 
will meet with your cordial approval 
and receive an early ratification at 
your hands, along with the treaty of 
peace with Germany, 
'(Now that you have had an oppor­ 
tunity to examine the great document 
I presented to you two weeks ago, 
it seems opportune to lay before you 
ibis treaty, which is meant to be, in 
effect, a part of it. 
“ II 
was signed on the same day 
with the treaty of peace, and is in­ 
tended as a temporary supplement to 
it. 
“ It is believed that the treaty 
of 
peace with Germany itself provides 
adequate protection to France against 
agression from her recent enemy on 
th** east. 
But the years immediately 
ahead of us contain many incalculable 
possibilities. 
"The covenant of the League
